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TWO MURDERERS GUILLOTINED. 


A Paris cablegram gives an account ofa double ex- 
ecution, which took place in the Place dela Roquette 
the morning of Oct. 4, attended by such outrageous 
conduct on the part of the condemued men as aroused 
general indignation throughout Paris. Themen guil- 
lotined were 27 and 30 years of age, and were named 
Frey, alias ‘“‘Bad Luck” or Riviere. Their crime 
was murder. At 2 o’clock one morning last March 
they asked for a bedroom ata small hotel kept by a 
Mme. de Shayes. As Mme. de Shayes was writing 
tbeir names in the register ‘Bad Luck” or Riviere 
whipped a long silk bandKerchief out of one of his 
pockets and strangled her. The very iustant the 
crime was committed the strains of a flute and violin 
were heard at the front door, playing the serenade 
from **Trovatore.” °**‘Bad Luck” and Riviere, startled 
by what seemed to them superuatural music, bastily 
drew down the window curtains of the ante room.

Oct. 3 large crowds bivouvacked 
in the Place de la Roquette, drinking wine, eating 
pastry, and singing songs until 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when M. Diebler and his assistants appeared. Ina 
few minutes they erected a guillotine. At twenty 
minutes betore 6 M. Beuquesne, director of tbe prison 
ot La Rouquette, and Abbe Colomb, vicar of the 
Church of St. Sulpice, aroused Frey and Riviere and 
announced that their demand tor pardon had been re- 
fused. 

Riviere, rubbing his eyes, exclaimed! ‘Pere Grevy 
is not kind-hearted. but I um consoled by knowing 
that that rascal Frey will be guillotined too.” As he 
was being ied to execution Riviere bestuwed upon 
Frey an epithet and tried to kick bim. Abbe Colomb 
presented Riviere a crucifix, exhorting him to cease 
the horrible profanity that kept pouring from his 
mouth. Riviere shouted in 4 voice that resounded 
through the Place de la Roquetie: “There 1s noGod! 
Leave me alone!” As be took his place on the guillo- 
tine Riviere said he wished to speak tothe abbe. The 
abbe approached. Then Riviere, in a stentorian voice, 
shrieked: “Youcan tell Pere Grevy that he is an 
assassin 1” On bearing these words M. Diebler, with 
the agility of a tiger, sprang upon Riviere, threw bim 
down. and dragged his bead under the ix. which fell, 
and Riviere’s bead rolled into tbe basket. It was 
quickly covered with sawdust, the assistants wiped the 
blood off the guillutine, and put anotber basket in its 
proper place, and Frey, alias *Bad Luck.” was led to 
the instrument. Frey had watched the decapitation 
of Riviere witb acold, sardonic smile. As the abbe 
approached he said: “Oh, go away. ‘There is no 
God!’ As he mounted the scaffold te saluted the 
crowd witb amocking “Good-by.” His last words were 
an oatb and “There goes two of us.”

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KILLED BY THE BURSTING OF A SHELL,

Lieut William M. Medcalfe of the United States 
Army Ordnance Board and Private Henry King of 
his command were killed at the proving grounds at 
Sandy Hook the other afternoon by the explosion of. 
a 12-1Inch mortar shell, whieh they were loading. 

Lieut Medcalte was to test several new mortars in 
the morning, and, with Private King, Corporals 
Goodknow and Abbott, and Dr. Sinclair, overseer of 
the proving grounds, was loading shells prepara- 
tory to the moroing’s work. Each shell was loaded 
with 27 pounds of powder. About a dozen shells had 
been joaded. an4 a shell in the hands of Private King 
bad just been filed witb powder. On attempting to 
screw down the plug closing the hole in the base of 














tbe she)l through which the powder had been inserted, 


King found that the plug would not turn. This was 
not an unusual occurrence, and King rapped the plug 
smartly with a hammer kept tor the purpose. The 
shell exploded. King was killed, and Lieut. Med- 
calfe, who was bending over the shell, survived his 
injuries only halfan hour. The bodies of both men 
were frighttully torn. Corporals GoodKnow and Ab- 
bott were but slightly burt, but Mr. Sinclair was 
severely burned about the face. Itis possible he will 
lose bis eyesight.

The hat 
whbich Buncb wore was also identified as Young’s, On 
these proofs of suspicion Busch was arrested and 1s 
now 1n jail. 

Young had no morey about him, and the motive for 
the murder is therefore as yet a mystery.

Returning on that morning 
from a brief trip to Milwaukee, Hasletine came into 
possession of a letter which contained damning proof 
not only of his wife's unfaithfulness, but a narration 
of certain happenings which put bim in the way of 
finding out.in an tour the whole scandalous details of 
ber amours with Morse. Sending for her father, the 
busband gave him the proofs of his daughter’s shame, 
and discussed with the heartbroken old gentleman tbe 
course that tt was best to pursue.

The elopement touk place on Friday week last, and 
came to light a few days ago. Rockwell wasthe man- 
uger of the New York tea store ou Front street, at the 
head of Main street, in Red Bank, but last winter he 
joined Mr. Applegate in Jeasing from Applegate & 
Antonides the Monmouth roller skating rink. He is 
about thirty years old, of dapper appearance, and for 
a year he bas bad the reputation of living high and 
fast. Rockwell’s wife bore him a cbild last winter, 
but her health was not firmly established, and she be- 
came insane and was taken to her parents’ home in 
Hartford. 
Some Red Bank people declare that the knowledge 
of her husnand’s unfaitbfulness caused the overtbrow 
of ber reason.

The letter continued as 
follows: : 

“Mr. Rockwell got the best of me, and as I know 
that Ed (White) will tell you about this in the morn- 
ing I left home, as I cannot face you. ‘You have 
always been a kind, good husband to me. Please be 
kind to the children, especially to Alice, and do uot 
let her know I have left you in the condition I have. 
T have taken Maud so as to have some one to remind 
me of home, and I will try and bring her up to bea 
different woman from what I have turned out.” 

Alice is thirteen years old, and bas heart disease. 
Her father has not dared tell her of her mother's dis- 
grace. The youngest child is Willie, six years old. 
Rockwell and Mrs. West have been traced as far as 
Jersey City by a detective. Mr. West says be wil] not 
receive back his wife even it she should return, and he. 
will apply for a divorce.

No- 
one in Red Bank believes this. 


To Hide Her Shame. 


At 7:30 the morning of Oct. 20 Mrs. Mary Haverkamp, 
wife of Herman Haverkamp, who keeps a shoe store 
at No. 3,341 Manchester road, St. Louis, ended ber 
earthly cares by shooting herself through the head. 
The weapon used by ber was a 22-calibre “Centen- 
nial” revolver which she had in the house. Placing 
the weapon to ber forehead she sent two little leaden 
messengers crasbing through into ber brain. 

Her litle twelve-year-old daughter, an only child, 
was in an adjoining room when her unfortunate 
mother fired the fatal shots, and when she rushed in 
to learn the cause, found ber mother lying prostrate 
on the door, with the smoking weapon, which is hard. 
ly larger than a toy pistol,in her hand. From a 
couple of bolesin her forehead the blood was oozing.

The fnghtencd child alarmed the neighborhood, but 
ber mother expired ina few minutes. No cause for 
the act compl be learned except what was contained 
in a note written in German which wa; left by her. 
Last night she told ber husband that she intended to 
kill berself, but be did not pay any attention to her 
threat. The following is a translation of the note left 
by ber. and from it she appears to have wronged him 
and to bave killed herselt rather than live under ber 
shame: 
DEAR BROTHERS AND SISTERS: Please do not 
think that this is Herman’s fault, for he is innocent. 
I alone am responsible for this act. You cannot be- 
lieve it, but it istrue. Take care of Herman and Ida 
so that no more misfortune may occur. Herman will 
tell you why. I have confessed all to him, and he has 
forgiven me, but I can’t look any more in his face.

During the fierce fire in Eastport the gangs of law-

their small boats rowed out over the choppy waters of 
the bay only to return as quickly as possible to renew 
their depredations. For some time the panic stricken 
people did not observe what was going on. and sev- 
era} boats, favored by the high wind. made the sbort 
passage to some of the adjacent islands, unloaded and 
returned. Furviture, dry goous, oil-clothing, the con- 
tents of jewelry stores, such as clocks and ornamental 
goods, fishing gear and nets, as well as rigging from 
the wharves and thecontents of the tine residences 
were guickly spirited away. 

This continued through the second day of the fire. 
The thieves, emboldened by their success of the night 
before, became more bold, and disputed, in many 
vases, with the owners of the goods for their poxses- 
sion. The Police Department and the Fire Department 
were powerless, and at last the citizens, wrought to a 
bi-h state of excitement by their losses and fierce 
struggle to save their homes and property frum the 
flames, turned on the invaders who were pillaging 
the town and fonght them fiercely. The human tigers 
would not be driven from their prey without a struggle 
and contivued their nefarious business into the second 
day. ‘Time and again were gouds brougbt from out of 
outhouses and deposited in apparent safety while the 
owners returned for anotber load. Watching these 
chances, the pirates quickly gathered them up and the 
nearly exbausted owner on returning wouild find no 
trace ofthem. At last they undertook to break open 
a place filled with valuable goods and succeeded. 
They were discovered and the owner and his friends 
engaged them in a fierce and bloody fight, gaining at 
last a victory over them. 

At this time the United Siates cutter Gen. Wood- 
bury, a well-armed vessel, arrived. and the captain, 
understanding the character of the men across the 
line, and observing the multitude of boats, quickly 
took in the situation. In the twinkiing of an eye ‘he 
had his boats out and manned, and shut off all com- 
munication with the shore. Then he ordered all the 
English craft to leave the harbor. While.they might 
fight the weary people of Eastport, they bad a whole- 
some respect for the frowning guns of the Woodbury, 
and soon the bav was white witb the sails of tbe 
thieves as they sailed across the line. They were 
ordered not to return. The Woodbury is to remain 
in the bay and protect the town from another inva- 
sior. The latter has an able crew, capable of doing 
police duty, and a supply of smal] arms.

A RAID ON PINKERTON MEN. 


[Subject of Illustration. ] 

The stock-yards strike, at Chicago, which protnised 
to pass into history as a bloodless one, has been at- 
tended by asacrifice of human life. Terry Begley and 
another man were mortally wounded by Pinkerton 
police the afternvon of Oct. 13, and some hundred and 
fifty of the latter were arrested to await disposition on 
a charge of murder. All but six were afterward re- 
leased. 

Armour & Co.’s imported workmen, three or four 
hundred iv number, went out October 19. They 
had made up their minds that they did not care to 
remain any longer if the old hands were to come 
back. The report ot their fears was communicated to 
Mr. Cudahy, who assured them of protection it they 
desired to stay. They had concluded, however, that 
while protection might protect for a while, the other 
butchers would ultimately make it so unpleasant for 
them thal they would be unable to work there long 
and tbat they bad better quit at once. A train was 
telegraphed and before 12 o’clock the last non-union 
man had left the premises. 

They were placed on a Lake Shore train to be con- 
veyed into the city and were accompanied by 150 of 
Pinkerton’s men, who bad been discharged in conse- 
quence of th: ending of the strike. The latter occu- 
pied three rear curs, their rifle muzzles poipting from 
the windows. A great crowd oft curious people had 
gathered at Halstead and 40th streets and made some 
jeering remarks. Then a Pinkerton man aimed at the 
crowd with bis rifle and as he fired it Terry Begley 
fell, mortally wounded. 

The poise of the explosion caused excitement in and 
outside of the cars. {na moment it was followed bya 
regular volley from the other riflemen. and the crowd 
which was largely composed of school children, fled 
'n panic. Ic the flight a man fell and was bastily car- 








ried away by his friends. He was also wounded. The 
engineer Started the train on ata rattling pace. Cap- | 
tain Markey, of the town of Lake police, saw the 
Shuts fired and telephoned to Chicago, so that when | 
the train reached there everybody on board was ar- 
rested and marched to the Armory. 

Capt. Markey emphatically declares that he saw the 
whole affair, and that Pinkerton’s men fired into the 
crowd without any provocation. Capt. Joy, who com- 
Manded them, denies this and says that fully four 
hundred men gathered around the cars and stoned 
them and fired at them before they responded with a 





shot. Charles Beck, one of the Pinkerton police, says 


that at least five shots were fired before one was re- 
turned. William A. Pinkerton says he has ample 
proof of the truth of this statement. He and Juy 
assert that the men picked out by the police did uot 
do avy of the shooting. Joy adds his men fired upon 


| extreme provocation and because they thought the 


lives of the non-union men in their charge were in 
danger from the mob, and that be ordered them to 
stop firing as quickly as he could rush into the car. 

Pinkerton copienis tbat his men had been the sub- 
jects of constant assaults and abuse while in the vards 
and that two of them are now laid up with wounds 
that may prove fatal. 

When the Pinkerton men were lodged in the Arm- 
ory the city police began the work ot assorting out the 
ones who did the shooting. Cupt. Markey, three boys 
and a map, who were present, all declared they could 
identify the man who shot Begley. The Pinkerton 
men were rade to march before them and they picked 
out Joseph Hil] and Walter Andrews as the men. 
Then the whole force was filed back, and tbe rifle of 
one of them was found to bave an empty shell in it 
and be was ordered inio arrest within the court rail- 
ing. After all the men had filed into the benches, 
Wilham A. Pinkerton said: 

“Those of you who fired out of the car step here.” 

One young fellow,with a blonde mustache, arose and 
walked up to bis chief. No one else moved. 

“Be as manly as this brave fellow here,” cried Pink- 
erton, and the wan within the railing said: 

“I shot.” 

Richard Lades, Guy Sievere, Robert J. Bartram and 
Stepben Peyner contessed to having shot into the 
crowd ot strikers. These men are held at the Armory. 
The remainder ot tne Pinkerton men and the work- 
men who were un the traip were let go. 





TWO SCUTHERN FIRE EATERS. 


At New Orleans a fortnight ago a difficulty occurred 
in the Collector's office between Naval Officer H. P. 
Kernochan and Superintendent of Warehouses 
Washington Marks. Both are men of note in lucal 
political and social circles. The trouble arose from a 
discussion of the political situation in the First Con- 
gressional district. Marks espousing the cause of one 
of the Democratic candidates and Kernucban the 
other. In the course of the discussion Marks criti- 
cised one of the candidates for assisting {he candiaacy 
ot the Independent Democratic candidate in 1884 
against the regular patty nominee. As the naval 
officer bad suppozted the same candidate at that time 
he took umbrage at the superintendent’s remarks and 
struck bim ip the face. The gentlemen were separat-. 
ed, but Mr. Marks informed Mr. Kernochan that he 
would hear from him Jater. 

A challenge tollowed and was accepted, but before 
the parties could reacb the duelling ground they were 
arrested and placed under bonds to Keep the peace in 
tne parish. After this tormality Mr. Kernochan and 
his friends went on the ground that had been selected 
in an adjoining parish in the event of police interfer- 
eace in New Orleans. There they waited for the 
Marks party. The latter gentlemen, construing that 
the parole’ of their principal prevented him from 
fighting anywhere in the State, did not go to the 
ground, and after waiting two hours the Kernochan 
party returned to thecity. The frierds of Mr. Marks 
attempted to make arrangements for another meei- 
ing, this time outside the State, but the seconds of Mr. 
Kernochan took the position that the Marks pariy bad 
failed to meet theic engagement by appearing on the 
field et the time agreed upon, and that. such failure 
concluded the aftair as far as their principal was con- 
cerred. To this view Mr. Marks’ friends strongly 
dissented. 

Next day Mr. Marks sent an entirely new challenge 
to Mr. Kernochan, but has received no reply. In the 
Times-Democrat he publisbed the full correspondence 
in the matter, accompanied by a card to the public, in 
which he said that behad exhausted every means to 
obtain satisfaction from Mr. Kernochban, but as the 
latter will not fight he knows ot no way to make him 
to do so, except by attacking nim on the street, which 
would place innocent parties in jeopardy. Mr. Ker- 
nochan’s friends also make a statement for publica- 
tion, and give the correspondence in full as justifica- 
tion for their action, It is not expected that the affair 
will go any further. :

DYNAMITE HIDDEN UNDER AN ALTAR.

A startling discovery was made by the police of 
Chicago, Oct. 20,in the German Catholic Church on 
18ti and Rosey streets, the pastor of which is Father 
Kellor. About two dozen dynamite bombs were taken 
from beneath the altar, and in a trap door were ftuund 
18 muskets, raw dynamite and other implements of 
deadly warfare. A Poie named Gustav Wullt informed 
Detective Terrence ot what was going on in the build- 
ing at unusual bours. A band of anarchists had been 
drilling therein since Parsons, Spies, Schwab, Fielden, 
Lingg.Fiscber aid Engel were sentenced to deatb, for 
the purpose of advancing upon the jail sbould the 
law’s decree be carried into execution. 

. Seven detectives and a number ot policemen went 
at 20'clock in the morniug to the parochial residence 
close by the cburch, and asked to see Father Kellor. 
He responded in person, and when told what the de- 
tectives wanted of bim he became stupified with 
amazement. “We want to ivvestigate your altar,” 
said Terrence, “and you will bave to accompany ns.” 
The reverend gentleman for a while resisted, but was 


finally induced to go with the officers. Terrence was 
aware of where the deadly missiles were stored, and 
at once secured them. The clergyman was horror 
stricken on seeing the bombs drawn from their recep- 
tacle. When the guns were exposed under the dim 
glare of a wax candle he was speechless. 

Very carefully the deadly implements were placed 
in 4 patrol wagon and removed to the West 12th street 
station. The detectives said that Father Kellor was 
not aware of their lodgement in the sacred place. He 
was not piaced under arrest. 

The confession which Wallf bas made to the police 
regarding the conspiracy to blow up the jail bas not 
been made public, buc sufficient has been learned to 
inake it appear that the plot was a prodigious one. 
The anarcnists have been dri!lingin tbe church night- 
ly, witb the exception of Sundays, but how they man 
aged to escape detection for such a length of time is a 
mystery. 

Father Kellar was not in a communicative mood 
and would not say anything regarding the unearthing 
of the conspiracy. Parsons was in hed at the jail when 
the correspondent called to inform him of the find,

Lucy Parsons spoke in VCenira: Hall, Orange, last 
Sunday afternoon in spite of the opposition of the 
police, the custodian of the hall and a very small con- 
tingent of the National Guard. Central Hall is a room 
in the upper story of a brick building in Main street, 
in charge of William H. Lattimer. On Thursday an 
Orange batter named Frank Schultz engaged the hall 
ostensibly for a meeting of hatters. Mr. Lattimer was 
absent at the time, and his youtbtal clerk took #2 as 
forteit money, and agreed to let Schultz: have the hall 
tor $. On Friday the announcement was made that 
Lucy Parsons would recite her and her condemned 
husband’s wrongs and give a bistory of the famous 
Anarcbist trial. Mr. Lattimer was very mucb exer- 
cised over the prospect, and it was resolved that the 
woman and her adherents sbould be kept out of the 
ball at all hazards. : 

A group of people stood around the entrance to the 
hall at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, and Mr. Lattimer 
was seated 1u one of tte company rooms of the Third 


Battalion on the second floor of the building, when a 


short and slight woman of very dark complexion 
pressed througb the crowd and mounted the:stairs 
witbout attracting any attention. > 

She went to the landing at the head of the stairs and 
tried toopen the light folding doors of the meeting 
room, giving an exclamation of vexation when she 
found that they were locked. Her action attracted 
the attention of the crowd at the foot of the stairs, and 
six or seven young men suddenly came to the conclu- 
sion that she was the orator of the day. ‘They ran to 
the head of the stairs,and made so niuchb nois° in 
doing so that Mr. Lattimer was aroused from his med- 
itations and came tothe door of the company room 
to see what the noise was about. He did not under. 
stand that the little woman was Mrs. Lucy Parsons 
until he heard ber remark that she had bired the ball 
and would get in sumehow. Schultz bad arrived bs 
this time and he steod at her side. Mr. Lattimer hesi- 
tated fora moment, and while he was undecided what 
to do, Mrs. Parsons seized the handle of the door and 
gave it a violent pull. The door flew oven, and the 
little woman entered the ball, fullowed by cight or 
tenmen. “ 

“Give mea guard here! [ want a guard!” shouted 
Mr. Lattimer, and Corporal Fell,a young son of 
Child Labor Inspector Larry Fell seized his musket, 
fixed his bayonet, and responded to the call. Mean- 
time Mrs. Parsons threw up one of the front windows 
aud shouted to the crowd on the sidewalk : 

“Come up. Iam here, and I am going to speak.” 

A rush was made up the stairway, but Corporal Fell 
stood at charge bayonets and halted the onset, while 
Mr. Lattimer urged the men in the hall to go out. and 
said there should not be a meeting there that day. 
Mrs. Parsons assured them that there wuuld be a 
meeting. On goingtothe door she saw young Fell 
witb his musket. se

lad. “You’re a nice young man to be engaged in such 
a business.’”? Continuing in scornful tones t« tell the 
young man of the enormity of his conduct, she soon 
shamed him so that he retired into an anteroom with 
his weapon. Thirty or forty young men and boys 
poured into the hall. Mr. Lattimer, in desperation, 
sent around to the police siation for Marshal Conroy 
and his torce. The Marsbal and six men responded 
quickly. Mr. Lattimer requested them to clear the 
hal: and they endeavored to comply. Going to the 
front of the hall, they rounded up the crowd, herded 
the men and boys into the middle of the room, and 
began to drive them toward the door. Mrs. Parsons 
was equal to the occasion. Her blood was up, and it 
sbowed through the dark hue ot her cheeks in two 
pink spots. Running to the door, sbe stood in the 
gap with her hands outstretched and her little eyes 
snapping, and sbouted : 

*Are you men to he thus driven? Are there not 
men among you? Will you Jet them put you out like 
sheep when I have bired this ball and bave a contract 
for it? Stay where you are. Don't move for them.” 

Marshal Conroy inquired about the contract for the 
ball, and finding that Mrs. Parsons told the truth be 
ordered his men to desist. He kept them in the room, 
however, to maintain order. Then Mrs. Parsons 
mounted a bench that was placed in the corner of the 
hall and a iittle crowd formed in a circle around 
her. She looked positively handsome as she stood 
trembling with excitement and gazed about her. She 
was clad in a black serge dress with a black lace fichu 
around her neck. A broad-brimmed hat rested lightly 
on her frizzed black bair, and in her hand sbe helda 
well-worn manuscript of the speech which she has 
committed to memory and delivered many times dur- 
1ug ber visit to the East. Frank Schultz sat. on the 
bench at her feet. There were probably a dozen other 
men in the crowd who entertained respect for her, 
and they showed it by removing their hats and stand- 
ing as near to her as possible. Mr. Lattimer moved 
uneasily about and told his story to all who would 
listen, while Marsbal Conroy divided his time between 
listening to the orator and explaining bis attitude to 
reporters and others. Mrs. Parsons hegan by asking 
the audience to keep quiet, stop smoking and pay her 
ordinary civility. 

“Ido not come,” she said, “to plead tor anytbing, 
but merely to relate the history of the greatest crime 
of the century, the conviction of the so-called An- 
archists in Cbicago. I want first to tell you of the 
peaceful meeting of McCormack’s slaves in the Hay- 
market, and of the attack by two bundred policemen 
with revolvers in tbeir hands and murder in their 
hearts. And I want to tell you of the outrages per- 
formed by the police, the detectives, the lawyers and 
the jurv in this famous case.” 

She said the “moneyocracy” of capitalists throughb- 
out the country had subscribed money liberally for the 
conviction of her husband and his companions, but she 
did not plead for her husband. “We are revolutionists, 
fighting for principle,” she said, “and we dre willing 
to make a sacrifice of these men tor the general 
g00a.”’ . 

She said: “There is always a great stir made about 
the red flag. You Irisbmen can carry a gr-en Jag 
alongside of the American colors in a procession, and 
the temperance people may flaunt a bine flag, but as 
soon as a-red flag is raised it strikes terror to the 
hearts of thousands of timid people. I hope yet to 
see it flying from the roof of every workshop and 
slave pen in this broad land. I will show ft to you.” 

Taking trom her pocket abright crimson kerchief, 
she held it aloft, saying: 

“Here it is. It isan emblem ot purity, typical of the 





love and good fellowsbip of our great party. It is typi- 
cal of the blood which flows in the veinso, all hu- 
mapitys. Anarchists beheve that all men are brothers, 
and that the same blood flows in all their veins. ‘he 
red flag is not a symbol of carnage, of bloodshed or 
destruction. It is typical of the peace that will come 
when we are all united as brothers, and odious insti- 
tutions are revolutionized.” 

She spoke for an bour and a half, and several times 
she was almost in a frenzy. She was careful, how- 
ever, not to say anything calculated to incite a dis- 
turbance. Atthe close ot her speech sbe opened a 
package of manuscripts containing the Anarchists’ 
speeches at the Haymarket. Of these she sold a tew 
at ten cents each, and when the sale slackened she 
said: “Now you will see the bug under thechip. This 
ball cost $5, and I would like to bave all wbo are will- 
ing to part with a nickel or two drop them in the hat 
of the man who will be found standing at the door. I 
don’t beg, [ ask for voluntary contributions only.’” 

Atthe close of the meeting Mrs. Parsons walked 
away witb Schultz and two other socialists.

Pat Killen, the heavy weight, will undertake to 
knock out Jack Keefe in five rounds for a purse of $300 in Minne- 
apolis. 


The glove fight between Jack Burke and Jack 
Dempsey will take place at Mechanics’ Pavilion, San Francisco, 
on Nov. 15. 


Owing to the wrangle between Pat Sheedy and Chas. 
F. Davies at Chicago, there is no prospect of Sullivan and Ryan 
sparring in that city. 


Dick Collier, the English middle weight, has been ap- 
pointed instructor at the Cleveland Athletic Club gymnasium, and 
vegan his duties last week. 


At Boston the proposed contest between John Doherty, 
of Cambridge, and Donnelly, Harry Umlah’s unknown, of New 
York, is still pending. Doherty istraining under the mentorship 
of Prof. Tim McCarthy. ; 


Paddy Ryan has backed out of his engagement to 
fight Frank Glover eight rounds Oct. 25, and Glover has posted 
$1,000 at Chicago, calls Ryan a coward and challenges Ryan to 
fight in any style for the $1,000. 


The Boston “Herald” says: ‘Joe Lannon is getting 
in fire trim for his coming contest with Jack Ashton, Billy Mad- 
den’s wonder. Sheppard will second the South Boston boy against 
Ashton when the mill takes piace.” 


The “Daily News.” of New York, publishes the fol- 
lowing : ‘‘The question is, will Kilrain conquer Herald or will the 
la‘ter defeat Kilrain? James Keenan. of Boston, says there is no 
fighter in America can whip Kilraiu.” 


A 10-round hard-glove fight took place Oct. 17 in the 
Bay View Rink, at Milwaukee, between Tom Hinch, of Chicago, 
and Mcifenry Johnson, a colored pugilist from Baltimore. At the 
close the referce decided the fight a draw. 


Tke glove fight Between Day and Paddy Kerrigan at 
Boston, on Oct. 22. was ahot one. Day was much the larger man, 
but Kerrigan’s science enabled him to win in 4 minutes. Kerrigan 
was also under the disadvantage of a bad stomach. 


According to agreement, Tom Needham, the St. Paul 
fireman of pugilistic tendencies, tried to knock out Tom Vanforth 
in cight rounds Oci. 16 or forfeit the gate money. Eight-ounce 
gloves were used, and of course Needham failed in his task, 


Al Powers has been engaged to train Sparrow Golden 
for his battle with Dominick McCaffrey, which is to be fought on 
Nov. 22. Golden isa muscular fistic hero, 5 feet 934 inches in 
height and weighs 205 pounds. McCaffrey will find him a tough 
customer. 


Batt Masterson of Sioux City, Iowa. writes that he 
believes Jack Clow can whip any man in America bar John L. Sul- 
livan, and that he stands ready to match Clow against any boxer 
but Sullivan to fight with small gloves. Queensberry rules, for 
$1,000 a side. ‘ 


‘Arthur Chambers says he will bet $1,000 to $800 that 
Joe Acton can defeat Thomas Conners, the English champion 
catch-as-catch-can wrestler, and that if Conners’ backer desires to 
arrange a match he will meet Conners any time at the Pource Ga- 
zeTTe office to sign articles. 


The glove fight between George La Blanche and the 
Unknown at Chicago on Oct. 18, was stopped by the Citizen’s As- 
sociation. La Blanche admitted that Davies and Sheedy are re- 
sponsible for the unenvizble state ot affairs. Sheedy could not be 
interviewed; neither could Mayor Harrison. 


Frank Glover denounces Paddy Ryan for backing out 
of his agreement to box on the 25th inst. Glover posted $1,000, 
which he says he will give to Ryan if he fails to stop the ex.cham- 
pion in 8 rounds, with small gloves. He further offers to fight Ryan 
to a finish, any rules, for any sum, on 24 hours’ notice. 


James Cscar Ward, of Cornwell, N. Y., and one of the 
well-known family of oarsmen and watermen, fell from a dock at 
West Fifty-fifth street, New York. on Saturday, Oct. 16. He struck 
his head against the side of the schooner F. W. Spencer, of which 
he was mate. and, falling to the water, was drowned. He was 
sixty years old. 


John White, better known among sporting circles in 
England as the Duke's Motto, says he is willing to wager £500 or 
£1,000 that Smith will defeat John Knifton. Further, be says, 
that after Smith defeats Knifton he will back Smith to fight Sullivan, 
the Yankee champion, for £500 or £1,000 a side and the champion- 
ship of the world. 


A contest with hard gloves between Frank Cunning- 
ham and John Roath was decided in a road house on the Eastern 
Boulevard, New York, on Oct. 18. One hundred dollars a side 
were the stakes, and London rules prevailed. Eight rounds were 
fought. Cunningbam winning by a chance blowon Roath’s neck 
knocking the latter out. Time, 15 minutes 15 seconds. 


Baltimore sporting men are Jooking forward with 
eager interest to the glove contest between Kilrain and Herald, 
which is to take place on the race track at Baltimore on Nov. 8 
The conditions are for the men to box eight rounds, Queensberry 
rules. Kilrain is looked upon as a clever, scientific boxer. He has 
figured in numerous encounters, and if he should succeed in defeat- 
ing Herald he will be placed on record as the next best man to 
Sullivan. 


A special dispatch from the ‘Police Gazette” corre- 
spondent at McAllister, Indian Ty., Oct. 23, says: ‘Jim Fell, the 
champion slugger of Canada, and Jack Brady, who claims to be the 
champion of the Southwest, will fight to a finish with 2-ounce 
gloves, at this place, on the evening of the 30th of this month, for 
$100 aside. The winner to get 65 and the loser 35 per cent. of the 
gate money. This will no doubt be the biggest fight that ever oc- 
curred in the Indisn Territory. 


Sporting men are looking forward with eager. inter- 
est to the proposed mill between Dominick McCaffrey and James 
Golden. Judging by the earnest ess of the men and their backers 
the battle will be a desperate one, and the contest will settle 
whether McCaffrey is or is not the great boxer his friends claim him 
to be. Golden's backer has engaged Al Powers to train his protege. 
Powers was Dempsey’s trainer, and he has been very fortunate in 
preparing pugilists for fistic encounters and never trained a loser. 


A dispatch from Chicago to the “Police Gazette” 
Oct. 26, says: ‘John L. Sullivan and La Blanche, ‘the Marine,” 
went to Racine, Wis., to try conclusions in a twenty-four foot ring. 
This morning it became apparent that the sluggers could not hold 
a debate in this city. Strong efforts were made to get Mayor Har- 
rison to license an athletic performance, but he was obdurate. AS 
the principals and their backers are out of funds a stake was neces- 
eary. As a result 200 admirers accompanied Sullivan and La 
Blanche to Racine, just to see what kind of a man the latter is." 


It now transpires that Billy Lynn was not defeated on 
his merits in his recent glove fight at Helena. M. T., by Jimmy 
Bates, as will be seen by the following letter from Lynn’s backer: 

Butre Ciry, M. T., Oct. 19, 1886. 





To the Sporting Editor: 

Dear Sirn—Jimmy Bates aad his frierds got Billy Lynn togo to 
Helena to spar for gate money. The crowd pulled guns and would 
notallow hiu to win. Bates puts himself up for a light-weight, 
but he weighs 157 pounds. Lynn's weight is 136 pounds.

The prize fight between Jem Smith and Jack Knif- 
ton for £400 and the championship of England is creating no little 
excitement among sporting circles in England. Already several 
wagers have beeu made on the result, and bookmakers offer 6 to 10 
Smith and 9 to 10 Knifton. Mace has Knifton under his charge, 
and he has informed his most intimete friends that Knifton will 
win. Mace says that if bis protege defeats Smith that he will take 
Knifton to the United States to pit him against Sullivan. Knifton 
weighs 240 pounds, stands 6 teet in height, and even Smith's 
backers believe that he will give their champion a hard battle. 


Nevertheless they are backing Smith, and recently offered to in- 
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crease the main stakes from £400 to £600 a side. Both men are hav- 
ing the colors woven, and after the Cambridgeshire is decided both 
will go into steady training. Smith's backers are two leading book- 
makers of London. 


When James Keenan, the well-known Boston sport- 
ing man, was in London a month or two ayo, he was approached 
by Mr. Moore, one of the wealthiest English bookmakers, with 
reference to making a match between Jem Smith and John L. Sul- 
livan, ‘They'll bet a bousefull of moncy over there on Smith," 
said Keenan. ‘‘Moore offered to stake $10.000 on the match. I 
couldn't say anything to him, for I bad no authority to make a 
match for Sullivan. The chances are that if I had accepted Moore's 
offer, the Sullivan party would ask me when I got back who gave 
me permission to act for Sullivan. I told Moore I didn't think 
Sullivan would fightin England. ‘We won't ask him to. We'll go 
to America,’ he said, ‘if themoney is put up.’’’ Mr. Keenau does 
not think there is anything in gate money for such a match. ‘A 
shilling, or, at most, half a crov/n, is the most they'll pay for ad- 
mission,”’ he said. ‘I wouldn't advise Sullivan to fight over there. 
The best he could do would be to get a draw. When they get up 
a barney among themselves, as they didin the Greenfield-Smith 
fight, an American would stand no chance whatever. Smith will 
get fairer play in America than Sullivan could get in England. 
Smith is a solid, atocky fellow, 5 feet 8% inches in height, and will 
fight at 185 pounds. [don’t quite fancy him for one reason, that 
is. his reach is short. Sullivan, in condition, can knock him out. 
There's another fighter over there named Wall, whom they are 
anxious to match against Dempsey. There's money in that match 
too, for I think Dempsey by far the better man; but the English- 
men will back Wall heavily.” 


All arrangements have been made for the great prize 
fight between Tommy Warren, of this city, and Patsy O'Leary, of 
Cincinnati, for $1,000 and the feather-weight championship of 
America. The battle is to be fought on Nov. 8, within 60 miles of 
Louisville, on the Nashville railroad. The fight is to be for $500 a 
side, to a finish, with skin gloves the men to scale at 118 pounds, 
and with the other stipulations usual in such affairs. A good deal 
of money has been put upon both sides, tuough Warren's friends 
are the most confident. Charles Henderson. of Louisville, is War- 
ren’s principal backer, aud now has $1,000 in Cinciunati which the 
O’ Leary men bave not yet covered. The last mill at Louisville was 
fought between Warren and Tommy Barnes on the 23d of last 
March, and took place in Henry couuty. about 40 miles from Louis- 
ville. At the next session of that county’s Grand Jury indictments 
were found against the principals and the spectaters whose 
names could be learned. Last week the cases were triei and 
every man was fined from $20 to $60, except Warren 
and Barnes, on whom warrants have never been served. 
Both men have good records, though Warren is by far the best 
known. He was born in Los Angcics, Cal., in 1865. He defeated 
Johnny Keating in Sagqramento, in 1883, bare knuckles, 17 rounds ; 
Billy O'Neill, at Astoria, Orc.. with hard gloves in 6 rounds; John 
Smith, at Portland, Ore., in 5 rounds and Harry Swift, at Walla- 
Walla, W. T., in 7 rounds. He was then challenged for the feather- 
weight championship of the Pacific Coast by Dave Condon, whom 
he defeated at Seattle, W. T. Martin Brady came next, at Deer 
Lodge, Minn., and was knocked out in 19 rounds with bare knuck- 
les. Warren then defeated Jack Roach, at Port Townsend. W. T., 
in 4 rounds, and Bill Johnson, at Denver, in 9 rounds, with bare 
knuckles. He defeated Johony Buins, in Denver, in 5 rounds, and 
again knocked out Bill Johnson in 10 rounds. Tom Burk then chal- 
lenged him, but was defeated in a 33 round tight at Rawlins, W. T. 
this being Warren's longest and hardest fight up to last March. 
Afver the Burk fight he went to Chicago, where he defeated Jim 
Kelly, Andy Hanley, Chris Somers and Joe Morris. He fought a 
draw at Bloomington, I1l., with Arthur Magesty, of that place, but 
subsequently defeated the same mau in this city. He whipped 
Tommy Barnes here in 45 rounds last March, in 3 hours, but recent- 
ly he had a very difficult job on hand, when he met Tommy Dan- 
forth, of New York, at Minueapolis. The friends of the latter say 
that the referee saved Warren, as his decision of a drawn battle 
was positively unjust. The two have another match on hand to 
fight to a finish near New York. Warren is compactly and stoutly 
built, and is the picture of health. He is in the finest of condition 
and weighs 117% pounds, and will have uo trouble in keeping him- 
self at that notch. O'Leary was born in the North of England, and 
came to this country eighteen months azo. He went at once to Cin- 
cinnati and followed the trade of a shoemaker for awhile. Three 
mouths ago he fougit with Joe Ridge at midnight, near Lexington, 
Ky., vanquishing the Pittsburg boy in a fight that lasted nearly an 
hour. Skin tight gloves were used and a spectator who had wit- 
nessed over a score of battles said it was the most brutal one he had 
ever seen. O'Leary's next fight was with Frank Murphy, of Pitts- 
burg, whom he defeated in twelve minutes. Murphy was so severely 
punished that he fainted away after the third round and was unable 
tocome totime. He outweighed O'Leary about twelve pounds. 
O'Leary is in active training at Cincinnati, but he has a harder job 
before him than Warren in this particular. When he went to work 
he weighed 131 pounds, and it will be no easy matter for him to come 
down to 118 pounds. Itis thought this will greatly weaken him, 
and in speaking of this Warren has said that O’Leary would whip 
‘himself in the training, as he could not get rid of this flesh and yet 
keep himself in condition. 


Now it is a certainty that John L. Sullivan and 
Paddy Ryan are to again face each other in the roped arena, I sup- 
pose the fistic abilities of the rival gladiators will be freely dis- 
cussed, and both men will have the usual followers who will spec- 
ulate on the result of the approaching encounter. Although. Sulli- 
van, in my opinion, settied all claims that Ryan might have had to 
the pugilistic premiership in the roped arcna at Mississippi City, 
in that memorable encounter fought on Feb. 7, 1882, yet [am sure 
there are many who still believe that Ryan is able to conquer Sulli- 
van. At the time the Troy champion. as he was styled, met in 
Madison Square Garden it was plain to be.seen that Ryan had 
many admirers who were confident that he could not only hold his 
own against the Boston gladiator, but many had aliowed their 
brains win away with their pocket-books by even wagering $60 
against $100 that Sullivan would not knock Ryan out. The latter 
during the half-minute’s fighting made such a rush, or what a 
runner would call a great burst of speed, that the division who had 
expected to see Rvan conquer the so-called invincible champion to 
this day believe that had th. coutest continued that Ryan would 
have won. Ihave not the least doubt but this same Ryan division, 
bow they are aware the rivals are again to meetin the magic circle, 
will still follow the Troy champion's colors, and eagerly look for- 
ward to the day when the men are to again face each other, so that 
they can back their champion’s ch of winning. Since I wit- 
nessed the hurricane battle these great fistic stars fought at Mis- 
sissippi City, I have never had the remotest idea that Ryan could 
conquer Sullivan no matter whether gloves were or were not used, 
or whether Queensberry or London prize ring rules governed the 
contest. At the time Sullivan met Ryan at Mississippi City he 
was, comparatively speaking, a novice. He had never engaged in 
a fistic encounter in which London prize ring rules governed. and 
all his contests had been with gloves. On the other hand Ryan 
had been taught nearly all the tricks in the trade, having been 
years previous under the mentorship of Joe Goss, at Lansingburg, 
N. Y., and several years after he was matched to fight Joe Goss 
for $2,000 and the championship of America and won. Ryan's 
battle with Goss, not his victory, placed him notches ahead of 
Sullivan, because he had faced a man who at one time in England, 
was looked upon as a champion, a pugilist of the first division, a 
good general, and if I may be allowed the expression, game to the 
back bone. Ryan's experience should bave made his chances 
of defeating Sullivan far more rosy on paper than the Boston 
man’s chances of defeating Ryan, but such was not the case. 
Ryan did not realize his position. He prided himselfon his looxs, 
and misjudged his abilities, and believed that hia followers would 
win the battle if he was not equal tothe task. He neglected his 
training, would not be advised and was hopelessly beaten. Ryan 
never was in the race, to use a turf phrase; he was handicapped 
through his own folly, and because he did not nossess the courage, 
grit, nerve, stamina and hard bitting qualities so necessary for a 
champion of the prize ring. Ut would not have made any differ- 
ence if Ryan had trained into the pink of condition, Sullivan 
would have won, b he outcl d Ryan, having the grit, 
nerve, bulldog strength and indomitable pluck that Ryan lacked. 
If Sullivan and Rvan would engage in a fistic encounter day in and 
out for a week Sullivan, bar some unforseen accident or a fluke, 
would win, b he p more clear grit. is stronger and 
possesses several essential points which Ryan is without. and the 
coutests would merely be watched tv see how quick Sullivan could 
kucck out or vanquish his burly opponent. Every one who knows 
Ryan is aware that he is good-natured and gentlemanly, and it 
is one of these attributes that makes Sullivan his superior as a 
boxer. The proposed meeting between these rivals will create con- 
siderable interest in sporting circles, andif there is any specula- 
tion it is my opinion it will be on how long it will take Sullivan 
to stop or knock out Ryan.

The annual convention of the American Turf Con- 
gress meets at Cincinnati. Ohio, Wednesday, Nov. 10th, to which 
the different clubs and associations are cordially invited to send a 
delegate. The object of the convention is to perfect the rules of 
racing, purify the turf as far as they can by good and wholesome 
laws, and to get a uniform set of rules just and equitable in char. 
acter. A delegation to the convention consists of one person, 
duly authorized in writing by the president or secretary of their 
respective organizations, or proprietor or proprietors of individual 
courses. No association can vote by proxy. 


Ira A. Paine gave an exhibition of his well-known 
skill in handling a revolver at the Walnut Hill, Mass.. rifle range. 
He used the ordinary pattern of the U. S. A. revulver, 44-calibre, 
64-inch barrel, and he fired 100 shots, off hand, 50 yards, at the 
American standard target. the bull’s eye being a black spot eight 
inches in diameter. Out of 100 shots Paine sent a ball through the 
bull’s eye 62 times. With two exceptions every shot was within 7 
inches of the dead centre. He made on ten strings of ten shots 
each, in about 50 minutes, an aggregate of 791 points in a possible 
1,090. His 10-shot strings were 84, 52, 82, 80, 80, 79, 78, 77, 76 
and 73.

At the “Police Gazette” office, recently, there was 
& meeting between the backers of Edwin Bibby and Thomas Con- 
ners, the champion wrestler of England, who are to wrestle, best 
three in five falls, catch-as catch-can, for $500 a side. It was 
the day agreed upon to select the referee and post the final deposit 
of $150 a side. Both principals were present and the deposits were 
posted with Richard K. Fox. Owing to the impossibility to engage 
any hall in New York, it was agreed to have the match decided 
at Pastime Park, Philadelphia, on Monday, Nov. 1. It had been 
agreed that the referee should be selected at the posting of the 
final deposit, but as neither could agree Billy Oliver, Bibby’s 
backer, proposed to allow Richard K. Fox to select 
one. James Pilkington, Conners’ backer, agreed to Oliver's 
proposition and Richard K. Fox will name the referee on Oct. 30. 
Bibby has been ‘in training for some time, as he expected to meet 
Joe Acton, and he is in splendid condition and confident of being 
able to conquer the English champion. The match is creating a 
furore among the many admirers of wrestling in New York and 
Philadelphia, and there will be heavy speculation on the result. 
Conners is said to be a wonder, and if he wins he will wrestle 
Acton. 


‘Wm. Graham, the champion wing shot of England, 
who has had a deposit of $250 posted with the Potice Gazetrs for 
the past six months uncovered, on Oct. 23 backed himself to kill 35 
out of 50 live pigeons at the Dover Athletic Club Grounds, New 
Jersey, The following were the conditions: At 25 of them stand- 
ing at 40 yards’ rise and 25 at 28 yards, to the latter using one hand 
ouly. It was a splendid day, but the attendance was not large, 
although it consisted of men of the best standing in the sporting 
world. Graham shot at the 40-yard mark first, and out of the 25 
birds shot at that distance, he killed no less than 23, and at the 
remaining 25. using one hand only, he stopped 22, thus winning 
his match with ten birds to spare. The birds were all wild ones, 
specially furnished against him, and were universally admitted by 
all present to be the best they had ever seen fly; and in killing 
45 of such birds out of 50 he did the most wonderful feat ever ac- 
complished in any country with a shot gun. He used the English 
Schultze sporting powder and had but 344 drams in his 7% pound 
Lang, and the way this small charge literally smashed these fast 
birds at the great distance, was a sight that must be seen to be 
realized. It eclipsed any former performance Graham has yet 
done in this country. 


William A. Rowe, the professional rider, won new 
honor and new world’s records on the bicycle path at Hampden 
Park, Springfield, Mass., on Oct. 25. doing 22 miles 150 yards with- 
in the hour. Rowe had the best of pacemakers in Hendee, Wood- 
side and Crocker, who carried him around in great style. The day 
was warm for the season, cloudy and with hardly a breath of air. 

These times replace Rowe's own records. made Oct. 12, and are 
the world’s records, beginning at 4 miles :—1 mile, 2 minutes 36 
seconds; 2 miles. 5 minutes 12 3-5 seconds; 3 miles, 7 minutes 54 
3-5 seconds ; 4 miles, 10 minutes 40 2-5 seconds; 5 miles, 13 min- 
utes 23 4-5 seconds ; 6 miles, 16 minutes 12 3-5 seconds ; 7 mites, 18 
minutes 59 seconds ; 8 miles, 21 minutes 41 2-5 seconds ; 9 miles, 24 
minutes 96 4-5 seconds; 10 miles. 27 minutes 7 1-5 seconds; 11 miles, 
29 miuutes 51 3-5 seconds; 12 miles. 32 minutes 35 seconds; 13 miles, 
35 minutes 18 2.5 seconds; 14 miles, 38° minutes 1 2-5 seconds; 15 
miles, 40 minutes 41 2-5 seconds; 16 miles, 43 minutes 26 4-5 sec- 
onds ; 17 miles, 46 minutes 14 4-5 seconds; 18 miles, 48 minutes 58 
seconds; 19 miles, 51 minutes 40 1-5 seconds; 20 miles, 54 minutes 
25 2-5 seconds ; 21 miles, 57 minutes 7 3-5 seconds; 22 miles, 59 
minutes 46 seconds ; within the hour, 22 miles 150 yards. The offi-

When the hold was 
broken the dogs went at each other savagely a second time and 
rolled and tumbled about the riog in a way which made it donbtfui 
which was getting the advantage. Each dog got in effective work 
ov the other’s forelegs, but finally New Haven became so exhaust- 
ed that it ceased to struggle and allowed itself to be dragged round 
the pit held by its adversary's teeth. After fighting continuously 
for fifty-eight minutes the dogs were pulled apart. The New Haven 
dog seemed demoralized, but soon revived, and when the call to 
scratch was made started to cross the pit. Courage failed, and 
after two or three steps he receded and tried to getaway. There- 
upon the fight was promptly awarded to the Bridgeport dog. Some 
$2,000 changed hands during ee contest, nearly all the visitors 
having capital to wager on the New Haven dog. Plenty of Bridge 
port capital was waiting and many of the visitors retired with 
pockets empty. The winning dog showed few signs of punishment. 
The gate money, which amounted to nearly $200, went to the 
winners.

A most exciting double-scull race, for $250 a side, 
took place over the old college course on Lake Quinsigamond, 
Worcester, Mass., on Oct. 18. It was the great course on which 
Hanlan made his famous record. Hosmer and McKay sat in one 
boat, and their opponents were Enright and O'Connor, the great 
Canadian champion amateurs, who rowed their first professional 
race. There was a large attendance, a small delegation coming 
from Montreal and Toronto. and many were present from Boston. 
At the signal both boats darted away with speed. Hosmer and 
McKay caught the water first and parted from the Canadians after 
a few strokes. Approaching Regatta Point the latter’s boat capped 
Hosmer and McKay, and this slight lead was kept up and incrcased 
after the point was passed by about one length. The Canadians, 
however, were plucky. spurted, and before the three-quarters post 
was reached they rowed up even again. Here the struggle was 
close and exciting for the lead, but the Americans were too stcady 
and swept by, reaching.the turning buoy slightly in advance, and 
turning ready for home with a lead of several lengths. The Cana- 
dians at no time gave up the race for lost, but spurted again for the 
lead. In this effort O’Connor seemed to waver, and to those in 
boats he appeared to drop over exhausted. He recovered again 
and continued to spurt but the distance between the boats was 
nearly four lengths. The shouts from the shore encouraged Hos- 
mer and McKay to make anotber spurt in passing the pine tree on 
the home stretch. They rallicd. but the Canadians responded 
also, and closed the distance to three lengths. In this pusition they 
rowed by Regatta Point, making a fine exhibition. Hosmer and 
McKay crossed the line the winnere in 18 minutes 234 seconds, 
which is the best time ever made for that distance in a double 
scull race. Mr. Busbey, of the Turf. Field and Farm, was referce. 
O'Connor and Enright if ely claimed a foul, alleging that 
at the three-quarter distance McKay's and O'Connor's oars crossed 
on account of Hosmer and McKay going into the Canadians’ water. 
The referee disallowed the foul. 


Timothy 8. Galvin, of New Orleans. writes as fol- 
lows concerning the death of Mike McCoole. The following is Gal- 
vin’s letter, which will no doubt be read with interest. 

New Orveans, La., Oct. 20, 1886.

To the Sporting Editor : 

Dean Srr—I write you these few lines to inform you of Mike 
McCoole’s death. He died at Charity Hospital in New Orleans, 
Sunday 17, at 5 A. M., and was buried at 4 o'clock same evening in 
the St. Patrick's Cemetery. His remains were followed by a large 
crowd to his last resting place. Those who acted as pall-bearers 
were Pat O'Brien, Dan Davis, Jim Webb, Mike Shea. Dennis 
Crowley and myself. [ visited him on several occasions and 
brought him such little things as I thought would do him good. 
On one occasion he wept like a child to think that many a man 
whom he had made rich, and wheu he appealed to them for help, 
he was blankly refused. The only ones who stood by him till his 
death, was Capt. Tom Reynolds and myself. It was exactly 9 
o'clock Saturday morning when the death rattle could be dis- 
tinctly heard by those who stood around the dying pugilist. It 
was then that poor McCoole realized death. He then said he knew 
he was going to die and that be had made his peace with God. 
He had never been a bad man, attended the Catholic church, and 
had received the last sacrament from the priest of the hospital. I 
intend before All Saint's day, which is the first day of November. 
to place a crib and head board over the grave at my own expense, 
being as he and my father were bosom friends.
